2A.   NEW BUSINESS
 
A) Resolution to be introduced and adopted, authorizing the issuance of the Yukon Municipal
Authority (the "Authority") Utility System Revenue and Refunding Bonds, Series 1999 (the
"bonds"), in the aggregate principal amount not to exceed $4,995,000; waiving competitive
bidding and authorizing the bonds to be sold at a price less than par value by negotiated' sale
within the limits provided by Title 60 Oklahoma Statutes, Section 176, appointing a trustee;
approving the following documents and authorizing the chairman of the Authority (or vice
chairman of the Authority in the absence of the chairman) to execute and deliver same,
to-wit: bond purchase agreement with Oppenheim, a division of BOSC, Inc.; Series 1999
supplemental bond indenture, preliminary official statement, official statement, closing
order, refunding escrow agreement, and any and all other documents necessary to
consummate issuance of the bonds, to include certifications as to continuing disclosure by
the Authority; ratifying a lease agreement and operation and maintenance contract between
the City of Yukon (the "City") and the Authority and agreeing that the term of the lease shall
extend so long as any of the bonds remain outstanding and unpaid; ratifying a general bond
indenture; designating the bonds as qualified tax-exempt obligations with respect to the
financial institution's interest deduction provisions contained in the Internal Revenue Code
of 1986 (the "Code") and providing exception for small governmental units as contained in
the Code; providing that the trust indenture shall be subject to provisions of the general bond
indenture as supplemented by the Series 1999 supplemental bond indenture; providing for
bond insurance, but not requiring same; and, authorizing the execution, modification and
delivery of necessary documents regarding the bonds and direction of disbursements of
proceeds from the sale of the bonds
 
Chair Taylor asked the City Attorney to read the title in full. After the reading, Trustee
Vinson made a motion to adopt Resolution No. 99-113.  Motion was seconded by Trustee
Friesen.
 
Chair Taylor advised this is simply re-financing the bonds.

Mayor Taylor advised that all complaints have been abated with the exception of 632
Woodlawn, and the owner/resident, Clay Campbell, is here to address the Council regarding
his property.
 
Mitch Hort, Chief Inspector, presented a photograph of the home and stated that Mr.
Campbell's problem is two-fold: there is an untagged vehicle in his driveway that blocks the
sidewalk and hangs over into the street.

1:30 this afternoon.  Mr. Campbell advised the problem has since been resolved by tagging
the automobiles and moving them.
 
City Manager stated if Mr. Campbell has taken care of this, there is no need for further
discussion, as this is no longer a nuisance,

A) Introduce, consider and approve an ordinance amending Section 2-137(b) of the Code of
Ordinances of the City of Yukon by determining that certain obligations including the Yukon
Municipal Authority Utility System Revenue and Refunding Bonds,
Series 1999, in the aggregate principal amount of not to exceed $4,995,000, do not exceed
debt limitations; repealing all conflicting ordinance provisions; and declaring an emergency
 
City Attorney read the ordinance in full.  A motion was made by Council Member Friesen,
seconded by Council Member Vinson, to approve the Ordinance as presented.

C) Resolution to be introduced and adopted approving the incurrence of indebtedness by the
Yukon Municipal Authority (the "Authority") issuing its utility system revenue and refunding
bonds, Series 1999 (the "bonds"), in the aggregate principal amount not to exceed
$4,995,000; waiving competitive bidding and authorizing the bonds to be sold at a price less
than par value by negotiated sale within the limits provided by Title 60 Oklahoma Statutes,
Section 176, pursuant to a bond purchase agreement with Oppenheim, a division of BOSC,
Inc.; ratification of a lease agreement and operation and maintenance contract between the
City and the Authority and agreeing that the term of the lease shall extend so long as any of
the bonds remain unpaid; designating the bonds as qualified tax-exempt obligations under the
internal revenue code of 1986 (the "Code"); making determinations necessary for the
exception for small governmental units under the Code; providing that the trust indenture
shall be subject to provisions of the bond indenture; and, providing for the execution and
delivery of necessary documents, certifications and modifications
 
Title of Resolution No. 99-113 was read by City Attorney Mike Segler.  Council Member
Vinson made a motion, seconded by Council Member Friesen, to approve Resolution No.

Monday the 29th of November, the Christmas in the Park opens and it will be even better
than ever, as it has doubled in size from last year.
